Witness looked out 
and there ‘saw the red light. When theCapt- 
tain drew his attention to the red light, they 
blew three blasts-on the steam whistle, and 
the Captain gave the order “full speed attern,” 
Hoe rang the telegraph immediately, The 
Captain ordered the helm to be ported when 
he gave the order to go astern, The Captain 
wave the orders to the quartermaster in Hin- 
dustani, Witness understood Hindustan He 
understood when he saw the red light that 
the -vegsel with which they coltided was 
moving, ~~ : 

Cross-examined: They hada Chinese pilot on 
board, and the ship was navigated by his orders, 
He had not the rough deck log with him, It 
would probably be with the Uyina, which at 
the ‘present time was at Mauritius, © When 
they came into the harbour he saw the lights 
of many, vessels, lying on the south side, 
but did not recollect any steamer passing them. 
When he first saw the lights—or at any rate 
shortly after—the Usina was swinging to port.” 
He was not able to gay from the firrt tine he 
saw the Wongkoi, that she in any way moved. 
The Ujina collided with the other ‘vessel, 
striking her at an angle of 70 to 80 degrees. It 
was not a véry hard knock, 

By the Court: —He had an impression that a 
few’ minutes before the collision be herd a 
sound in the direction ofthe Wongkoi, as of 
anchoring. He immediately afterwards saw 
the red light, He should say it was impos- 
sible for him to have mistaken" either of the 
red buoys for the red light of the Wongkol. 
The red light disappeared from his view just 
before the collision. He could not say whether 
the light had been taken away or not. 

The Chief Officer, recalled, spoke to entering 
up the log fran the last witness’ rough notes. 
In reply to His Lordship, he added that he 
was quite sure he saw a red light, and he was 
perfectly sure that he had not confounded the 
laitway buoys with the light on the Hongkot. 
’ Robert Campbell, who.was chief engineer of 
the Ujini at the time of the collision, and now 
holding a similar position on the B. 1.8. N. 
Co's Pentakota, spoke to the capacity of the 
engines. To put his engines astern, providing 
she was going full ahead, would take fifteen to 
(wenty-five minutes, They always had half an 
hour's notice when going into port, and they 
always had everything ready ta revere if 
necessary, He spoke to being on deck just 
before the collision and to seaing distinctly the 
red light on tle port bow, After the collision, 
he saw the water being churned up by the pro- 
peller of the Wonykat, but he couldnol say 
in which direction she had been going, He 
thought the red light was the ordinary port 
light‘of a +teamer, 

James Boyd, third engineer of the Ujiva at 
the time of the necident, spoke to being on 
deck just before the accident and to seeing the 
ted light on the starboard bow. The collision 
only occasioned a slight shock. He also de- 
posed to seeing the water being churned up by 
the propeller of the Wonghoi. 

Cross-examined: He could not say whether 
or not the Wongkoi was going astern, 

The Court adjourned at four-twenty until to- 
morrow morning.

‘Hiongkong, loaded with cargo amounting to 
8,coo tons dead weight, counting the bunkercoal. 
She wns 420 feet overall, beam si feet, and | 
her nominal horse power from Lioyds, 390. Her 
ordinary full speed was about eight knots, She 
4} bad a single screw. On the day in question 

they observed the Wongkoi coming up from 
outside astern, overtaking them. This would 
be between five and six o'clock in the after. 
noon, She pasted them well outside of Green 
Island, probably five or six miles south, 
She was proceeding towards Sulphur Channel. 
When she passed through this channel they 
lost Bight of her, she being at that time a mile 
or possibly more ahead of them. They re. 
mained on theit course until they entered 
Sulphur Channel. Stations had been ordered 
and he was placed on the forecastle . head, 
Afterwards on coming into the channel he did 
not identify the Wongkot and did not know it 
was that vessel until the collision had actually 
éccurred, Three or five minutes before the 
collision, he picked out the lights of a vessel, 
which afterwards proved to be the Wongkot, 
which he thought was proceeding ina westerly 
direction, ‘He took those lights to be the 
ordinary regulaticn signal lights which ought 
to be displayed by a vessel proceeding outwards 
on a westerly course, He saw what he took 
to be two ordinary white masthead lights 
and uw id side light The lights were 
hearin wo points on their port bow. 
Afterwards the lights drew ahead of them, 
and he estimated, although it was very difficult 
to say, thatthe M’ongdot was perhaps half a 
mile ahead when he saw the lights. [t was 
difficull because the night was a very dark one, 
“fer noticing the lights drawing ahead he 
received an order ft. mthe bridge to stand by 
his starboard anchor. The anchor was ready 
to be let go at any moment, and soon after 
receiving (he order he was ordered to let go 
the anchar, and he did so, There was no 
hitch in carrying out this oder. After the 
anchor dropped he saw they were right on 
the other sleamer. He allowed fifteen fathome 
to run ‘out, when he saw the danger and 
applied the brake with the object of checking 
he vessel's way, but almost immediately 
the collision occurred. Ue then recognised 
the vessel as the one they had seen earlier in 
‘he day, Their vessel struck the Won koi on 
the starboard quarter, They backed out, and 
he was ordered to heave up the anchor, and 
they occupied another berth, The Wongkot 
was heading in an easterly direction, When 
he got his orders to stand by the anchor, he 
did not notice the other ship's lights. He 
expected ifn collison did occur that they would 
strike the ship on the port side, judging from 
the last time he saw her signal lights, He 
could not say whether the [ongkoi was under 
way or nol. They had some little way on the 
Ujina, probably half a knot. Their stem was 
twisted round to starboard and corresponding 
bow plates were buckled, Provided a' ship 
was anchored with her head to the east, the 
ordinasy anchor lights, with the addition of 
this red light, would lead him to suppose that 
they were masthead lights and that she was 
proceeding outwards on a westerly course. 
It turned out. afterwards that they were 
not masthead lights, but the acne lights of 
the Wongkol. As they approache they saw 
that the riding light to the westward was the 
lower of the two. He took her to be a vessel 
going out of the harbour, . The masthead lights 
ofa vessel under way were placed with the for- 
ward lightfifteen feet higher than the after light. 
A vessel atanchor showed these came lights re. 
versed so far os height was concerned. When 
he let go the anchor there was obtainable some 
five fathoms. They were drawing 24 feet four 
inches forward and four inches more aft. 

Cross-examined: Witness took no part in 
the actual navigation of bringing in the ship. 
The Indian look-out on the forecastle head, 
reported the lights ahead by strokes on the 
bell, He could not communicate with the 
bridge as his voice would not cary, One 
stroke was vessel to starboard, two to.port and 
three right ahead. The Jascar sounded twice 
on the bell. 

By the Bench: He was absolutely sure 
that-he saw the light on the Wongkol, He 
was not colour-blind and had passed a master’s 
examination for colour test, s 

In further crdss-examination, witness said 
that the forward mast head light of a ship 
under way should not be less than forty feet 
above thedeck, The lower anchor light would 
probably be ten to fifteen feet above the deck, 
and was usually hoisted to the flagstaff aft, 
Big ships always carried two mast head lights, 
and it was becoming very common for smaller 
vessels tocarry two also, They were swing. 
ing to port, or under the influence of the star- 
board helm, but the change in the position of. 
the Wongkod was not wholly due to that swing, 
At the time of the collision he could not. say 
whether they were swinging to port or not, 
They struck the: F¥onghos at an angle of 70 
degrees at the moment of impact. The anchor 
undoubtedly checked the Ujina's way. Look: 
‘ing down over the bows of the Ujina he was 
not able to ascertain what damage they had 
done. Approximately, they would be about 
100 feet fromthe Wongkod when they let go 
the anchor, and probably fifteen fect away 
when he applied the brake, 

Re-examined by Mr, Blade, witness said that 
with fifteen. fathoms of chain out, he would:

BANGKOK SHIP IN A

Arilling expenence in a hurricane 
reported by Captain Kohimana of the German 
ship Rickmer Aickmer, The vessel sought 
shelter in ‘Table Bay last month, looking a 
bad wreck, According to the captain's story 
the ship left Bangkok, Siam, on June 18, 
with a cargo of rice, bound for Bremen. 
Fine weather was expenenced until the 2th 
August, when the vessel had reached 2 point 
near Mossel Bay, At noon on that day, a 
violent gale suddenly set in and raged with 
unabated force for four days, during which 
Matters more than once looked very ominous 
for the ship. The crew endeavoured to cut 
away the mnin-top-mist, but their efforts were 
unsucessful. They, however, managed to cut 
down the mizzen-tup-mast, and the ship, which 
was lying on her beam ends, thereupon righted 
herself somewhat. ‘Then, finding it impossible 
to rid the vessel ofthe main-top-mast, the crew 
set to work to secure it with chains, the task 
being allended with considerable danger, 

In the course of the next three days the ship 
battled strenuously against the hurricane, but 
the galley, the carpenter's shop, and the fore- 
castle were gutted, and minor mishaps occur. ed, 
The ship subsequently bore up for Capetown 
to effect repairs. — Bangkok Times,

The judgment of th eho Prize Court on 
the steamer Sis’ ct which’ 


; hich purpose 
she applied fér a permit in vain, when the 
stewrer was suspected by the Japanese warship 
Csukushi, then at Newchwana, and was ex- 
amined bythe Naval officers of the warship 
and was seized at that port on the 7th October 
last, being charged with carrying conjraband to 
one of the belligerenes., All the papers which 
the steamer had at the time of seizure, ware not 


in the hands of the British Consulate at .New- 
chwany. | , 

The above fucts were proved by the state- 
ments of Lieutenant Kanjiro Hara acting for 
the cominander of the Tswhushe as well asthat 
of James Cartridge, captain of the steamer 
Stshan, John Plige, chief engineer, David 
Fotheringham, second engineer, Robert Vouch- 
ard, third engineer, all of the same steamar, 
as well as of ti. K. Struve, a Passenger of the 
steamer, and als» of Adalf Spitzel, a witness, 
and by bills of lading and manifests produced, 
ete, : 

The opinion of the procurators of the Court 
was that the papers of the steamer Sishars are 
very incomplete and in disorder and there are 
Special reasohs to betieve the steamer was 
continuing her voyage carrying contraband to 
one of the helligerents, but the opinion of the 
Court is thatthe evidence is not sufficient to 
prove the charge snd that the steamer and 
her cargo must be released, | 

Farther facts mentioned in the jucgment

How- 
ever, at the lime the Kussian forces in Port 
Arthur, besieged by the Japanese army and 
blockaded by the Japanese navy, were suffering 
greatly thum scarey of food. Thus there 
were reporis current at Hongkong and Shang: 
hai that the steamer was going to smuggle into 
Port Arihur and the repart had been published 
in newspapers, When the steamer arrived at 
Newchwang it was attempled to sell the. cargo 
there, but this was unsuccessful: and atthe 
same time the steamer tried to leave New- 
chwang for Chefoo which she could not reach 
unless by passing the coast ¢f Fort Arthur. 
But at the time Steuve went to the steamers 
agents, Bush Brothers & Co, at Newchwang 
and informed them of the fact that he intended 
to go to Pot Arthur with the cargo and the 
chief officer of the steamer, Chambers, inform- 
ed the Bri h Consulate at Newchwang of the 
fact that the steamer attempted to break the 
Japanese blockade and enter into Port Arthur 
on her way ta° Yinkow from Hongkong, 
but wasifunsuccessful and the = steamer 
would again try to go to Port Arthur under the 
false pretence of going to Chefoo. Upon 
getting this information the Japanese war- 
ship 7sukushd examined the steamer and 
found the ship’s papers incomplete and 
also the fact that the port of destina- 
tion was undecided, and that the captain of the 
Steamer had np au‘hortty on the steamer and 
the warship was not able to get salistactory ex- 
planation of all these suspicious points. Thus 
the steamer had been seized for the adequate 
Teason that the steamer was suspected of in- 
tending to go to’Port Arthur, on the pretence 
of proceeding to Chefoo, with the_intention of 
supplying ptovisions to the Russian forces in 
Port Arthur as originally intended. Thus the 
seizure had been made with ample reason and 
with justifiable cause, but though the steamer 
intended to break the Japanese blockade line 
yetthe steamer did not actually commit the 
action and, moreover, explanations having 
been given of the reasons for the papers being’ 
incomplete and the captain’s lack of authority, 
etc, and therefore though the seizure was law- 
fulthe steamer SésAan and her cargo have to 
be released, ; 


LATEST FROM PORT ARTHUR. 
Tokio, roth November, 

Sixty Chinese and two Indians, who left 
Port Arthur from Moyangcheng, on the oth 
November, and reached Cheloo on the toth 
November, report : — ‘ 

On their way to Chefoo they met a 
‘Japinese torpedo boat and were duly ex- 
amined by the vessel and two Indians, 
two Chinese merchants and one native 
woman were taken away by the torpedo 
boat. The Japanese bombardment is furious 
and terrific. Beth the old town as well as the 
native town of Port Arthur are badly damaged. 
The Russians are using the timbers from des- 
troyed buildings for fuel, There are fires in 
the town almost daily, The big buildings of 
Clarkson & Co., Ginsburg & Co. and Hotel 
Salatoff are among those burnt to the ground, 

There are three hospital ships to the port, 
A bg projectile which fell on the deck of one 
of these ships went through the bottom and 
the ship sunk without leaving any survivors. 

The Russian sick atid wounded are now 
placed on the active service and Russian 
civilians are also placed on the forts, There 
are over one thousand Chinese in Port Arthur 
and the majstity of them are employed in 
coolie work, Even ordinary native merchants 
are employed. in carrying dead bodies. When- 
ever the Russian soldiers see Chinese they. 
plunder their food and shoes. Ef things go on 
like this foranother month Chinese are certain
